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I have to admit, 1 haven't been attending any of the most recent scallop committee 
meetings in which the new scallop management plans are being discussed. But have you been 
reading about the latest action (or inaction)? You probably need a scorecard as to what interest 
group is winning out. 

The on again/off again plan to implement an em^gency measure is off again. It appears that the full council still is not 
sure how to gauge overfishing. Even the biologists don't have any figures. What is most disturbing is the work the Scallop 
Committee is putting into the plan. Granted you won't be able to please all of the people all of the tihie, in a 4 to 3 vote the 
committee believes it has enough information to call for an emergency measure, imtil the actual amendment is drawn up and 
implemented. But the Council members just can't buy that. 

It happened with the Groundfish Committee as well. The Council flip-flops on motions to go slower rather than 
in^lementing emegency measures which will eventually beccxne the new regulations anyway. No wcxider some of you 
have been scratching your heads for years about the practices of the Fishery Council.

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Fishery Council Votes Down Implementing 
Emergency Action On Scallop Plan 
Based On Effort Controls

By a 4 to 3 vote, the Scallop Committee 
supported a move to implement a new scallop 
management plan by emergency action on May 
15th but the hill council would not support it 
the following day. 

The members of the New England Fishery 
Management Council met on May 16 and 17 in 
Falmouth to act on the emergency action which 
would have included a 10,000 pound trip limit 
of sea scallops per vessel and a 225 days at sea 
limit per vessel or 52 days per quarter. The 
new effort control measures would replace the 
meat count standard if it were to be adopted. 

"Some people weren't comfortable with 
seeing that we may be overfishing without hard 
evidence of that," said Louis Goodreau of the 
Fishery Council. He says part of the problem 
lies with biologists who have been unable to 
come up with what the optimal levels of 
landings should be. He added "other members 
felt that an emergency action should be 
connected with the entire amendment." 

If the council would have supported the 
emergency action route, the National Marine 
Fisheries Service would than be required to 
review the action which could have taken up to 


three weeks. 

The Scallop Committee now plans to go back 
to the drawing board and meet for two days, June 
11 and 12 to discuss the Amendment further. The 
location of those meetings have not been chosen 
at press time. 

The committee has been reviewing the 
management plan since Febmary. Some predict 
that implementing a comprehensive amendment 
could take up to six months more. 

The suggested "days at sea" regulation 
seemed to get more support than an additional 
layover days in port regulation by the Scallop

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Committee. Under the emergency regulation 
all vessels would be limited by up to 52 days 
at sea per quarter. Also established was a trip 
limit of 10,000 pounds per vessel. It would 
include all vessels regardless of full or part- 
time status. It is likely that both measures 
will be included in the entire Amendment. 

Other parts of the amendment include a 


vessel moratorium, 9 man crew limits, and dredge 
limits. The current meat count program would be 
shelved but the 12 hour landing window and shell 
height standard would be retained. All vessels and 
processors would be required to participate in a 
mandatory data reporting program.

First Convictions Under 
Studds Hoax Call Law 

A fedo'al court in Connecticut 
today handed down the first 
sentences under a new law, 
sponsored by Ccmgressman Gerry 
Studds, to crack down on the ' 
problem of hoax calls to the Coast 
Guard. 

Judge Ellen Bree Bums, Chief 
Justice of the U.S. District Court in 
New Haven, CT. sentenced two 
Stamford men for making false 
distress calls to the Coast Guard 
station. Both were recently 
convicted, under the Studds law, of 
criminal felony violations for 
making hoax calls. 

Michael Bova, 24, was fmed 
$2,000, and assessed four years 
probation, four months home 
confinement, and 400 hours of 
community service. Michael 
Messecar, 25, was sentenced to a 
$1,000 fine and two years of 
probation. 

The two convictions were the 
first under a new federal statute, 
authored by Congressman Studds, 
that significantly increases penalties 
on persons who make false mariiK 
distress calls. 


Rep. Studds introduced the 
bill last year after two New Bedford 
fishermen were lost at sea. hi that 
case, search-and-rescue efforts were 
delayed because the original SOS 
call was treated as a hoax. 

The charges against the two 
Connecticut men stemmed from an 
incident in New Haven, CT on 
November 20,1^0. Early that 
morning, the two men contacted the 
Coast Guard fjrcxn a marine radio in 
their car. 

The court concluded that the 
men claimed they were calling from 
a vessel at sea with eight persons 
aboard, one of whom was in shock 
after being retrieved from the 
water. Local police were led to the 
callers in their parked car by 
personnel from the New Haven 
Coast Guard statirai. 

Until the Studds bill was 
enacted, hoax caller convictions 
were treated as misdemeanors. The 
new law makes false distress calls 
felonies. A convicticm can now 
result in prison terms, $250,000 in 
penalties and fmes, and 
respcHisibility for reimbursing the 
Coast Guard ftx all of its search- 
and-rescue costs related to the hoax 


call. 

Rep. Studds was notified of 
the sentences by Admiral Richard 
Rybacki recently at the 
Congressman’s Hyannis office. 

“Especially with the summer 
season approaching, these 
prosecutions ought to send a clear 
signal to anyone who might even 
consider making a false SOS call, “ 
Studds said.'“Those are matters of 
life and death.” 

Bill To Crackdown On 
Driftnet Fishing 

Rep Gerry Studds recently 
introduced legislation to impose 
trade sancticxis against any natirm 
violating international measures to 
end the practice of large-scale 
driftnet fishing. 

Studds, who is Chairman of 
the House Subcommittee on 
Fisheries and Wildlife Conservation, 
was joined by Reps. Walter JcMies 
(D-NC), Dcm Young (R-AR), Jolene 
Onsoeld (D-WA) and 27 othw 
Members of Congressin introducing 
the Driftnet Act of 1991. 

“Large-scale driftnet fishing 
isn”t fishing,” said Rep. Studds, 
“.it’s murder of the sea. Drifmets

every day for no purpose. It is the 
most wasteful method of harvesting 
ocean resources ever devised and it 
should and must be stopped.” 

Laige-scale driftnets are 
monofilament nets, some as long as 
40 miles that are deployed primarily 
by fishermen from Taiwan, Japan 
and South Korei. U.S. Government 
studies indicate that as many as 
50,000 dolphins and hundreds of 
thousands of birds were killed in 
1989 by drifmetters in the Ncu’th 
Pacific alone. 

In December,1989 the United 
Naticms General Assembly 
approved a Resolutitm calling for a 
moratorium on drifmet fishing in the 
South 

Pacific by this summer and 
elsewhere on the high seas by 
July,1992. The Studds bill 
autlKxizes the President to impose 
trade sanctions 

against any nation that fails to 
comply with the U.N. Resolution. 

Last year, Congress approved 
a proposal by Studds to bar the sale 
in 

the United States of fish or fish 
products caught using large-scale 
driftnets. That measure will take 
effect for tuna products in July, 1991 
and for other fish species in 1992. 


TOe new bill allows the President to 
bar the importatioi of fish products 
from an offending nation whether ot 
not the products to be imported 
were caught withdriftnets. 

“Our goal,” said Rep. Studds, 
“is to eliminate the profit firtun 
driftnet fishing, because if we can 
stop the profits, we can stop the 
practice. 

Mr. Studds said that the House 
Subcommittee (xi Fisheries will 
begin hearings on the new 
legislation this summer. 

Federal help For Striped Bass 

U.S. Rep. Gerry Studds . 
introduced legislation to extend 
fed^al authority to help conserve 
striped bass and to conduct research 
aimed at guaranteeing the continued 
recovery of striper populations 
along the east coast. 

The Studds bill extends 
authority that Congress granted to 
the Executive Branch 7 years ago to 
ensure state ctxnpliance with striped 
bass conservation guidelines 
{^proved by the Atlantic States 
Marine Fisheries Commissitm 
(ASMFC). That 1984 law was 
designed to put “teeth” into ASMFC 
guidelines by allowing the 
Department of Commerce to impose 
a moratorium on striped bass fishing 
in any state that fails to abide by 


them. The provisitm has been 
widely created with contributing to 
the recovery of striped bass 
populations, particularly those 
originating in Chesapeake Bay. 

“A decade ago,” said Studds, 
“the striped bass appeared to be 
doomed. But through the sacrifices 
of commercial and recreational 
fishermen, and the work of 
enlightened, state governments and 
the ASMFC, the striper has slowly, 
but surely, worked its way back. Our 
goal is to make certain that progress 
continues.” 

Rep. Studds has scheduled a 
hearing on the new legislation for 
May 30th in Washington, D.C. 
“The purpose of that hearing,” said 
Studds, “will be to review the latest 
scientific data; to consider the 
impacts of last year’s fishing 
season; and to review the plans and 
options for the coming year.” 

“Although sincere people 
continue to have serious differences 
about some aspects of striped bass 
management,” said Studds, “I 
believe fishermen of all types and 
from all states agree on one 
overriding goal. And that goal is to 
restore the striper to its rightful 
place as one of the most important 
fisheries resources found the east 
coast.” 
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Fund Set Up To Help 
Former New Bedford Fisherman 


A fundraising campaign is on the way to help out a former 
New Bedford fisherman who became paralyzed after his 
vehicle ran out of control in Taunton on April 25th. Eddie 
Carter, Jr. was apparently returning from a rug carpeting job, 
driving along Route 24 in the Taunton area, eating some food 
and reached down to grab an item which fell. When he looked 
back up he was heading off the road, rolled over his van three 
times and suffered extensive injuries. 

The accident had punctured his lung in which one lung 
collapsed, broke all his ribs and severed his spinal chord. He 
was transported to Taunton's Morton Hospital and airlifted to 
Boston. Doctors came him little hope that he would ever walk 
again. 

Carter is presently recuperating at the Braintree 
Rehabilitation Center. His rehabilitation includes learning to 
become self sufficient once again. Donna Carter, his 
stepmother, says he is doing well and has a very positive 
attitude. "He has tremendous family support," she said. 

Unfortunately Carter has little insurance to pay for the 
mounting hospital costs. Both Mrs Carter and his mother 
Pamela Stinnet, are 
heading up a 
fundraising drive 
which they hope will 
get the support from 
his friends along the 
waterfront.

An Open Letter to the New Be4fordlFairhaven 
fishing fleet and their families: 

When the organization Shore Support was 
started, we were met with many knowing smiles 
warning us of the apathy of the fishermen. We were 
told, "It’s been tried before..; "You’ll never get 
these guys together for anything...’’; "Maybe you 
should hold your meeting in a bar...’’: "They would 
show up, not much would get done though... ". 

I looked these people in the eye and told them 
that they may be tight, but we had to give it a try. If it 
didn’t work, it didn’t work. 

I told them that I believed that not all of the 
fishermen were apathetic. I told them that many of the 
men in the fleet wouldn’t be happy doing anything else 
except harvesting the sea, so how could apathy win 
out.

in the city affecting the fishing industry, even received a 
phone call from Washington congratulating us on 
starting the organization and giving us their supptxt. 

But there is still one very important element missing, 
the support of the men and their families that we 
have worked so hard to represent. Without that 
sui^rt, we can’t exist 

Again, at the start of the organization I knew that 
we would either be able to rally people to become a 
strong lobbying force, or simply, we would not As 
warned, that has been the tough part 

I’d like to try once more. On June 3rd, and again 
on June 17th at 7:00 P.M., at the Wharffinger Bldg., on 
Fishermen’s wharf in New Bedford, Shore Support will 
be holding organizational meetings to try and build 
committees for each of the main fisheries; scalloping 
and groundfishing. This would mean that we need 
people with knowledge of the fishery. Fishermen, their 
friends and family members are welcome to attend. 

We will, as committees, gather information, share 
it with men in the industry, understand their needs and 
concerns, and share that information with the regulators. 

I believe that Shore Support can be very 
constructive with the support of the men in the industry . 
Attend one of our meetings to see what you think.

A 
violation notice was issued. 

April 24,1991/2:52 pm 

The 73' scalloper F/V Georges 
Bank became disabled with no 
electrical power and adrift 40 
miles southwest of Montauk 
Point.

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Schooner Emestina Bouncing Back 
After Critical State Audit Report 


It has been a rocky road for the Schooner 
Emestina recently with the release of a highly critical 
state audit charging mismanagement of funds and the 
resignation of the state appointed commission. 

More than $260,000 is unaccounted for after 
months of investigation by the state's auditors office. 

The report criticizes the fmancial practices of the ship's 
former captain Dan Moreland and the members of the 
five member commission. 

Following an emergency meeting on May 10th, the 
commission agreed to resign. The move would now 
clear the way for a new commission and further state 
funds. Most recently the state announced that it would 
release $140,000 in funds which was set aside for the 
restoration of the Alert to go instead to the Emestina. 

The funds would help offset debts totalling over 

$ 100 , 000 . 

The ship has been lying idle throughout the wint^ 
months at Kelley's Shipyard. The local Sea Scout 
Explorers have been maintaining ho’. 


During the audit, the ship's crew, c^tain and 
office staff were laid off. Director Joe Caidozo 
volunteered his time to continue to maintain the 
office. It is expected that another captain and crew 
will be hired though it is not known when that will 
take place. 

Caidozo expects the ship will be sailing again 
soon. A number of groups have chartered the vessel. 
The sailing events include participation in festivals 
from Boston to Connecticut and even two weddings. 

The ship will also be subject of a four part 
series celebrating ho' National Historic Register 
status she had attained in December. The first 
program will take place at the Whaling Museum, 
June 20th at 7;30PM and will focus on the ship's first 
years. The admission cost of the first program is 
$5.00 and will feature a look at the Essex 
Shipbuilding and life as a fishing schooner. The 
dates for the three other programs include June 27, 
July 5 and July 18th.

1 lb fettuccine 
1 lb scallops 
1 minced onion 
1 cup slice mushrooms 
1/2 cup butter 


2 cups Bechamel sauce 

1/2 cup sherry 

1 egg yolk beaten 

1/2 cup fresh chopped parsley 


Cook fettuccine in boiling salted water. Saute scallops, onions and mushrooms in butter. 

Add Bechamel sauce and sherry together. Whisk in the egg yolk and simmer mixture for 5 
minutes.

Uma investigafflo pors parte do 
Departamento de Justica dos Estados 
Unidos estd, em processo sobre 
varios aimazens de peixe, 
abranginndo os estados de 
Massachusetts. New Hampshire e 
Maine. O mesmo departarmennto jd 
iniciou processes ju^iais contra 
uma companhia de Boston e duas de 
Gloucester por participarem num 
piano conspiratorio para venderem 
peixe Canadiano com rotulo 
Americano, ds formas armadas dos 
Estados Unidos. Em fins de Abril, a 
companhia Channel Fish Processing 
de Boston foi uma das ultimas a s^ 
processada sobre o Decreto Lei 
Sherman que proibe que companhias 
se juntem para manipularem pre^os 
mtre si e neste caso para venda de 
produtos nacionais para consume de 
dq>artamentos govemamentais. 

Channel Fish foi tambdm 
processado por vender peixe 
Canadiano com rotulo Americano ao 
Departamento das Forcas Armadas, 
em viola^do aos contractos que 
estipulam que tqienas peixe apanhado 
e preparado nos Estados Unidos seja 
vendido aos servif os nacionais. O 
case veio a publico quando no verdo 
passado a companhia F. J. O Jiara & 
Sons Inc. de Rockland no estado do 
Main, fofaprimeiraaadmitirasua 
participa(3o no piano conspiratorio 
de manipulate de prefos quando 
vendia peixe as forgas armadas. As 
quatro companhias sdo as unkas que 
at6 hoje foiam implicadas na 
investiga^do, contudo as autoridades 
envolvidas anunciaram que esperam 
processar varias outias igualmente de 
Massachusetts e Maine no que 
entitularam como sendo a maior 
investigate de manipulato de 
piets deniro da industrfa pesoatoria. 
As sentents devem ser aplicadas 
este verdo. 


O Departamento de Justica acusa 
em documentos de tribunal, que 
durante os anos de 80 urn grupo de 
companhias da Nova Inglatma ndo 
usaram o processo de concurso aos 
contractos do govemo, optando por 
discutir os ixefos entre sf e 
consequentemente manipularem as 
suas propostas. For cada contracto, os 
armazenistas rotavam a sua vez de 
concorrer, oferencendo o pre(0 mais 
baixo entre si, e dessa forma 
conseguir o contracto. 

O chefe dos investigadores, John 
Hughes, disse que os valtxes 
referentes a esta investigato 
excedem os $75 milhoes de dollars. 
“Quando propostas ao govemo sdo 
manipuladas, hd. sempre a suposi^do 
que 0 govemo benefeciaria dos 
pre 90 s mais baixos, se ndo fosse pelo 
piano conspiratorio*’, disse ainda o Sr. 
Hughes. 

“Manipulato de pre^os em 
contractos do govemo, e considerado 
como uma ofenfa grave. Faz subir os 
prefos artiHcialmente e destroi o 
sistema de propostas a concurso 
publico.” 

Todas as companhias doam a 
mdo a palmatoria evitando assim uma 
investigato mais profunda. 

Tanto os donos como as companhias 
foram processados individualmente. 


O presidente do Channel, John 
Zaffiro, 0 vice presidente Roy 
Zaffiro, 0 gerente do Empire Msh Co. 
de Gloucester, James Bordinaro Jr., o 
presidente do Ocean Crest, Anthony 
Parco e o tesoureiro Edward 
MoCoUum, e o presidente do O’Hara 
& Sons Frank O’Hara. 

Viola^Oes da Lei Sherman, 
acarretam uma possivel pena de tres 
anos de prisao e uma multa de $250 
mil dollars por cada individuo e as 
companhias uma multa de $1 milhao 
de dollars. O preenchimente de 
documentos fi^sos sobre onde o peixe 
foi apanhado, acaireta uma multa de 
$250 mil dtdlars e cinco anos de 
prisSo por individuo e $500 mil 
dollars por companhia. 

Quando o caso veio a publico no 
verao de 1990, Frank O’Hara numa 
confeiencia de imprensa, admitiu 
aceitar completa responsabilidade das 
acusa(des, notandO que a intensdo foi 
de manter a companhia solvenie e 
proteger os postos de trabalho numa 
aonosfera adversa aos negocios.
